James Green and his wife 
Tracy along with their seven 
children, four boys and three 
girls aged from 20 years to 
nine years old, are prepared to 
give three young children 
from Syria a new life and new 
hope. 

James who has been watch¬ 
ing the Syrian refuge crisis 
unfold on television came to a 
decision today, Monday 
morning. 

Both he and his wife wanted 
to help those children who 
needed help. 

Speaking at his home in 
Bouverie Walk, James, 62, 


said: “My simple answer to 
why do I want to help is 
because I Was brought up in 
an orphanage in Ireland. 

“I do not want to put any of 
these children into an orphan¬ 
age for years and years and I 
along with my wife, we are 
prepared to help some of these 
children in Syria. Seeing the 
little baby dead on the beach 
made me cry as no child 
deserves this and no child 
deserves to die before their 
parents. 

“I want to be able to given a 
loving caring home to these 
children and to be able to give 
them my time.” 

Mr Green said he hoped 
other people in Northampton 
would step forward be pre¬ 
pared to give a family or a 
mother and baby a new home.

It has been nice to see an upsurge in 
support for the idea of helping refu¬ 
gees. 

Unlike many, I don’t think it was sim¬ 
ply the horrific image of a drowned 
toddler on a beach that changed peo¬ 
ple’s minds overnight. 

A few weeks ago I was talking in this 
column about my own simmering 
sense of shame at the way the UK was 
trying to turn its back on the suffering 
of these desperate people. 

We were doing our best to ignore the 
bodies washing up on the 
Mediterranean holiday beaches. 

The fiasco of Calais has created a 
siege mentality in this country and has 
been brought into mean focus by the 
era of austerity. 

We are ready to tear each other apart 
fighting over every handful of corn this 
top ten economy deems fit to sprinkle 
in front of the masses, whether it 
comes in the form of a state benefit, ten 
minutes with the GP, a place in a 
school or even a job. 


Deep down we all want 
the world to be a little 
bit better because 
we were in it 


And of course, abandoning every¬ 
thing you know and own, risking death 
and a lifetime of exclusion and poverty 
to come and do the UK’s most unpopu¬ 
lar jobs, is considered the very worst 
kind of queue jumping in this country. 

Great Britain, the country that abol¬ 
ished slavery, pretty much invented 
sport (and therefore fair play), gave the 
world some of its greatest moments in 
culture and art and in fact wrote the 
European Convention on Human 
Rights (British lawyers), is better than 
this. Individually we are better than 
this. Collectively we are better than 
this. 

Aspirations are not just about money. 
There is never going to be enough 
money. The economy will stop working 
if there is enough money. Deep down 
we all want the world to be a little bit 
better because we were in it. 

We want to help the refugees because 
we are decent people who cannot enjoy 
what little we have when there are peo¬ 
ple who are suffering because they 
have nothing. The dreadful image of a 
three-year-old refugee face down in 
the sand just made it OK to say it.

Press pause 

Lawrence John speaks to 
journalism lecturer Matt Walsh 
about the use of social media 


In the fast paced world of 
instant posting on social 
media things go on line 
with a simple click or tap 
and there is very little 
thinking going on. 

In a millisecond we Tweet 
or Facebook our followers 
or friends who are then free 
to re-tweet or re-post our 
thoughts or videos. 

Matt Walsh, the senior 
journalism lecturer at The 
University of Northampton 
is asking people to pause 
and think before they 
hit send or post. 

He wants people 
to think and take a 
judgement call of 
thinking whether 
they would like to 
see a particular 
video or comment 
on their timeline. 

This comes in the 
aftermath of the 
deaths of TV 
reporter Alison 
Parker, 24, 
and camera¬ 


man Adam Ward, 27, who 
were both shot dead by a 
former colleague during a 
live interview in Moneta, 
Virginia, for US local TV 
station WDBJ7. 

The following day The 
Sun, Daily Mirror, Daily 
Star, The Times, The 
Telegraph and the Daily 
Mail used images filmed by 
the killer Vester Lee 
Flanagan which showed a 
terrified Alison Parker as 
she realised she had 
been shot. 
Reacting to 
the shocking 
event he said: 
“How that 
video should 
be used has 
raised funda¬ 
mental ethical 
questions for 
journalists 
covering the 
story. 

“This seems to 
» w me to be a dis- 




ure of editorial judgement 
and I applaud the newspa¬ 
pers that resisted the temp¬ 
tation to publish the most 
sensational images.” 

He now wants people to 
think about their own 
boundaries of taste and 
decency. 

“It is not something they 
might have thought about 
before but the way in which 
images and video of this 
killing spread so fast it is 
time people’s attitudes 
changed to what they feel 
they should post or not 
post.” 

The ex-deputy editor of 


ITV News said: “On peo¬ 
ple’s own time lines they 
need to be thinking now 
where do they draw the 
line. I would say to them 
‘think before you transmit 
that photograph or video.’ 
What this is doing is ques¬ 
tioning our undertanding 
of social media, as we 
now have to use our own 
judgement of what we pub¬ 
lish. 

“We now have an obliga¬ 
tion to think about what we 
publish and not only put on 
our timeline but other peo¬ 
ple’s. 

“They might say ‘Why did 


you do that? I do not want 
to see that image.’ 

“Newspapers and journal¬ 
ists are under added pres¬ 
sure as so much informa¬ 
tion is available on social 
media. 

“Some drew a line and 
said they do not want to 
push it further, while oth¬ 
ers used still photographs 
from the video filmed by 
Vester Lee Flanagan, also 
known as Bryce Williams, 
who filmed the shootings 
himself then posted graph¬ 
ic video footage of the 
shooting on his Twitter and 
Facebook accounts.”

A ‘peaceful protest' by 
Northampton Town fans will 
take place at this weekend's 
clash with Oxford United 
over the long-running takeo¬ 
ver and redevelopment saga. 

Earlier this week, the H&P 
reported that Cobblers fans 
have launched a social media 
campaign with the Twitter 
hashtag #WeWantAnswers, in 
a bid to put pressure on 
chairman David Cardoza to 
reveal the prospective new 
owners of the club. 

Frustrated fans are now 


preparing to hold a protest at 
Saturday’s home match 
versus Oxford Utd, which will 
see the home supporters hold 
up posters with the words 
#WeWant Answers. 

This club’s supporters trust 
has also announced it is 
backing the protest, despite a 
statement by Mr Cardoza 
saying the takeover process is 
‘almost at an end’. 

Elected representative of the 
Northampton Town 

Supporters’ Trust, Andy 
Clarke, said: “The chairman 
is doing a deal with a big 
potential owner. So it’s not 
unnatural that negotiations 


prove to be difficult and 
commercially sensitive. So 
you can’t actually give 
all the information. 

“But that is not the issue for 
us. It’s the fact the chairman 
is not acknowledging that all 
the supporters and the team 
need some reassurance. 

“He has a duty of care to all 
the interests that go with the 
football club. And I think that 
has been found wanting.” 

All fans participating in the 
protest will hold up question 
mark signs with the 
#WeWantAnswers slogan on 
them - in the hope the chair¬ 
man will finally take notice.

Town to take in 
Syrian refugees

Northampton will ‘play 
its part’ in re-homing 
Syrian refugees, the 
borough council has 
announced. 

Councillor Mary 
Markham, the leader of 
Northampton Borough 
Council, says the author¬ 
ity will be meeting with 
the Government to ‘offer 
our support in any coor¬ 
dinated effort’. 

The news comes after 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron announced on 
Monday that the UK will 
take in 20,000 refugees 
by 2020. 

Cllr Markham said in a 
statement: “We have all 


been affected by the 
images of families and 
children who have had 
to abandon their home 
and flee in search of 
safety and security. 
Northampton will play 
its part in helping these 
people. 

“Later this month the 
Borough Council will be 
meeting with the 
Government to offer our 
support in any coordi¬ 
nated effort. There will 
be a national initiative to 
re-home Syrian refugees 
and we will play our part 
in that.” 

According to Labour 
leadership candidate, 
Yvette Cooper, more 
than 40 authorities have 
signalled their intent to 
re-home refugees 


which is around 500 ref¬ 
ugees for each authority 
over the next parlia¬ 
ment. 

It is not known how 
many refugees North¬ 
ampton would re-home, 
although this informa¬ 
tion is expected to be 
released in the coming 
weeks. 

The move by the coun¬ 
cil comes a week after 
the opposition Labour 
group said Northampton 
has a ‘moral duty of care’ 
to help the refugees who 
‘desperetley need help’ 

The group’s deputy 
leader, Gareth Eales, had 
called on the council to 
act, and said he has been 
left ‘appalled’ at the 
humanitarian crisis now 
facing Europe. 


Facebook ‘weeping’ post goes viral 


A Facebook post by a 
Corby borough council¬ 
lor who was left in tears 
by the heartbreaking 
image of a drowned 
Syrian boy washed up on 
a beach in Turkey has 
gone viral. 

Matt Reay posted the 
heartfelt message last 


Tuesday after seeing the 
shocking picture, and 
told how it was ‘the first 
time I’ve wept at the 
news in a long time’. 

The message, which Mr 
Reay uses to urge Britain 
to give its support to the 
refugees, was then 
shared over 5,000 times 


in just 48 hours. 

In the post he said: “If it 
was me, I’d come to 
Britain. How would I feel 
if I was told ‘sorry, we’re 
not letting any of you in’ ? 
I can’t express how inhu¬ 
mane and heartless that 
makes us. But that’s 
what we’re doing now.”

Northampton comedy actress and ‘sock it to 
me’ girl Judy Carne has died aged 76. 

The Laugh-In star, born Joyce Audrey 
Botterill in 1939, died on Thursday, September 
3, at Northampton General Hospital after a 
battle with pneumonia. 

Tributes have been pouring in for the 
actress, who had been living in the village of 
Pitsford, with friends describing her as a 
‘lovely lady’. 

Carne’s niece, Marnie Butcher, said she has 
been left feeling ‘very sad’ by her auntie’s 
passing, and said in a Facebook post: “RIP 
Judy Carne, you’re not suffering anymore.” 

Pitsford resident Jo Woolard, a friend of 
Carne, told the H&P : “She was such a lovely 
lady and it was really nice having a celebrity 
in the village. 

“It is very sad that she has died and I know 
many people in the village will feel the same. 

“She always kept herself to herself whilst liv¬ 
ing here, but we often saw her walking her two 
dogs.” 


A Facebook page called ‘Northampton old 
faces’ has also seen tributes flooding in, with 
Caroline Farrell posting: “Very sad news. 
Lovely lady, met her a few times at dog train¬ 
ing classes many years ago. Thoughts are with 
her family and friends.” 

Marie Hanlon wrote: “RIP thoughts and 
prayers are with her family xx”. Phil Thompson 
said: “Sock it to 'em Judy. God bless you.” 

Carne, the ex-wife of actor Burt Reynolds 
and who is best remembered for the phrase 
‘Sock it to me’ on the 1960s comedy show 
Rowan & Martin’s Laugh-In, grew up in 
Kingsthorpe. Northampton. 

Her parents Harold and Kathy owned a fruit 
and veg shop in the area, while Carne, as a 
child, began to develop a talent for acting. 

In 1956, Judy Carne made her first television 
performance in a British programme titled 
The First Day of Spring. 

After building a respectable career on British 
TV, she flew to America in search of new fame 
and fortune, going on to star in Fair Exchange 
and Rowan and Martin’s Laugh-In. 

The show would often feature Judy being 
pranked, including being soaked in water 
whenever she said her phrase, ‘Sock it to me!’.

It is difficult to believe 
that the EU has a com¬ 
monly agreed asylum 
policy, mainly because 
most of its member 
states fail miserably to 
implement it or cooper¬ 
ate with each other over 
how best to resettle gen¬ 
uine asylum seekers. 

Instead, as seen in 
Hungary and closer to 
home at Calais, we have 
governments spending 
their millions on fences 
and walls and tighter 
border controls which 
actually prevent them 
meeting their responsi¬ 
bilities under those 
aforementioned inter¬ 
national agreements. 

But EU state govern¬ 
ments need to wake up 
to some hard cold facts, 
first of all that their ever 
more expensive and 
expansive border con¬ 
trols are completely 
ineffective, unworkable, 
and have not and will 
not stop migrants travel¬ 
ling in the hope of pro¬ 
tection and or a better 
life. 

Migration is here to 
stay. 

The vast majority of 
those seeking a new life 
do so through no choice 
of their own, having to 
flee with their families 
from war zones and 
oppressive govern¬ 
ments. On top of that of 
course there will be oth¬ 
ers, a smaller but signifi¬ 
cant number, who sim¬ 
ply want and seek a bet¬ 


ter life - want to escape 
the economic instability 
and poverty prevalent in 
their respective home¬ 
lands. 

So what is the answer? 
We could divert the 
monies wasted on secu¬ 
rity and borders and use 
it to establish a properly 
managed and funded 
resettlement scheme. 
Individual EU states 
should accept those 
already in their coun¬ 
tries should have the 
right to remain and stop 
wasting money on cha¬ 
otic appeal processes. 

Secondly, those enter¬ 
ing the EU should be 
diverted to new properly 
managed migration 
centres, able to cope 
with the tens of thou¬ 
sands who are displaced 
and migrating on an 
annual basis. 

To gain control of the 
crisis, individual gov¬ 
ernments have to cede 
control to a collective 
system of migrant man¬ 
agement and resettle¬ 
ment.

LITTER CRACKDOWN: Northampton Borough Council has launched

A crackdown on litter louts in 
Northampton led to almost 
100 fines totalling over 
£4,000 being handed out last 
year. 

Northampton Borough 
Council issued 93 fixed penal¬ 
ty notices to people in 
2014/2015, which was a rise of 
17 on the year before. 

With fines starting from a 
reduced £50, before rising to 
£80 if not paid within 14 days, 
this means at least £4,650 in 
fines were handed out last 
year. 

The council says the real 
problem with littering in the 
town centre is cigarette ends, 
often found at bus stops and 
outside pubs and clubs. 


So far this year - since April 
- there have been 23 fines 
handed out, but in a further 
bid to tidy up the town, the 
local authority this month 
launched an anti-litter cam¬ 
paign to educate people on the 
realities of 4,000 tonnes of lit¬ 
ter being picked up every year. 

Talking about the use of 
fixed penalty notices, which 
have been in force in 
Northampton since December 
2004, Councillor Mary 
Markham, the leader of 
Northampton Borough 
Council, said: “They are a last 
resort. We would much rather 
everyone did their bit to keep 
Northampton clean, however 
where visitors and businesses 
continue to litter we will take 
action where necessary.”

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Turkish prison 
frees journalist

A Northampton journalist who was 
arrested in Turkey and charged with 
‘aiding the terrorist organisation ISIS’ - 
has been freed from jail and has 
returned to the UK. 

Former Northampton College student 
Jake Hanrahan, along with camera¬ 
man Philip Pendlebury, both from 
international news service Vice News, 
were arrested while filming in 
Diyarbakir on Thursday, August 27. 

They were then charged last Monday 
with ‘working on behalf of a terrorist 
organisation’, before being transferred 
to a high-security jail. 

But on Thursday they were both 


released, and returned to the UK in 
good health. 

However, their Iraqi translator who 
was arrested with them two weeks ago, 
remains in jail. 

Mr Hanrahan, 25, is now calling for 
his friend and colleague to be released. 

He told BBC Radio 4: “Yes, it was a 
traumatic experience, but I think the 
biggest burden right now is the fact that 
my friend and colleague Mohammed 
Ismael Rasool is still in prison. 

“That is the worst possible thing right 
now for us. We feel massive responsi¬ 
bility and Vice News are doing every¬ 
thing they can. 

“It’s not a question of, ‘Oh the two 
western journalists are free and let’s 
leave a guy behind’.”

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Sex offender in 
jail for 12 years

A Predatory sex offender, who 
carried out sex offences, 
while on the sex offenders 
register, must now spend 12 
years behind bars. 

Anthony Francois, 41, from 
Wellingborough, appeared 
before His Honour Justice 
Timothy Smith, at 
Northampton Crown Court 
on Friday, September 4. 

He was sentenced to 12 
years in prison. 

His sentence will be fol¬ 
lowed by four years on 
extended license. 

This was deemed necessary 
for protecting the public and 
he must remain on the sex 
offenders register for life. 

Francois was arrested in 
May 2014 and later charged 
with sexual offences commit¬ 
ted between August 2013 and 
December 2013. 

He pleaded not guilty, but 
was convicted by a jury, of 
three counts of rape, sexual 
assault and causing a person 
to engage in sexual activity 
without consent. 

Detective Constable Billy 
Roberts, from Welling¬ 


borough CID, said: “Francois 
was on the sex offenders reg¬ 
ister at the time of these 
offences. 

“He is clearly a persistent 
and predatory offender who 
not for the first time has tar¬ 
geted a vulnerable young 
woman. 

“He has shown no remorse 
for his crimes and clearly pre¬ 


sents a danger to women in 
general. 

“The victim in this case, 
showed great courage in 
making the initial report and 
then subsequently by attend¬ 
ing court to give evidence. 
Without her determination 
and resilience this man 
would still be at large and free 
to commit further offences.”

When it comes to who will lift the World Cup 
at Twickenham on October 31 it is difficult to 
see it in the hands of anyone other than New 
Zealand’s Richie McCaw 


AT 8pm on Friday, September 
18 at Twickenham, following a 
ceremony expected to celebrate 
the day William Webb Ellis 
picked up a football and ran 
with it at Rugby School in 1823, 
England will line up against Fiji 
and the eighth Rugby World 
Cup will witness its opening act. 

The six weeks which follow 
might not produce an epic 
sub-plot to rival that of Nelson 
Mandela, Springbok captain 
Francois Pienaar and the birth 
of the Rainbow Nation 20 years 
ago, but they will provide a 
welcome alternative to the great 
god of Premier League football 
as well as answering some of 
rugby’s most intriguing 
questions. 

Can the northern hemisphere, 
in its own backyard, add to its 
solitary World Cup triumph, 
when England prevailed in 
Sydney 12 years ago? 

Can Ireland use their 
back-to-back Six Nations 
triumphs to provide 
inspirational forward Paul 
O’Connell, in almost certainly 
his last tournament, with a 
farewell fit for one of the greats? 

Will Scotland, who seem at 
last to have remembered how to 
score tries under head coach 
Vem Cotter, be one of the 
tournament’s dangerous floaters? 

Which France will turn up, 
the one which lost embarrassingly 
to Tonga in the group phase four 
years ago or the one which lost 
undeservedly by a single point 
to New Zealand in the final? 

Most of all, can anyone 
depose reigning champions New 
Zealand, whose legendary black 
shirts with the silver fern have 
become a barometer of 
excellence sweeping all before 
them these past four years? But 
the first question has to be: Who 
will emerge from the so-called 
group of death? 

All major tournaments benefit 
when competition is keen from 
the opening gun. Pool A 
supplies just that, pitching 
England, Australia and Wales 
against each other, with the 
dangerous Fiji also in the mix 
while Uruguay provide the only 
‘soft touch’. 

One of the big guns is bound 
to depart at the pool stage. 

The chances are that the 
‘Twickenham factor’ will ensure 
it is not England. True, Stuart 
Lancaster’s men have displayed 
a worrying lack of discipline in 
their warm-up matches. At times 
they haemorrhage penalties 
while the set-piece at scrums 
and line-outs, the bedrock of 
their success, has proved to be 
fragile of late. 

But, just as in 1966 when Alf 
Ramsey’s team lifted the 
football World Cup at Wembley, 
they have home advantage. All 
England’s big games are at 
Twickenham, where a packed 
house will belt out Jerusalem 
and Swing Low Sweet Chariot, 
and the added value from such 


stirring emotion should not be 
under-estimated. 

England also have a prolific 
kicker in fly-half George Ford, a 
brilliant running full-back in 
Mike Brown and speedy 
three-quarters such as Anthony 
Watson with sublime finishing 
skills. The onus is on the pack 
to iron out recent problems and 
supply enough possession. 

It is difficult not to see 
Australia also progressing. They 
have flourished under coach 
Michael Cheika, and look a 
much more coherent squad 
since their series defeat by the 
Lions in 2013. 

A recent triumph against New 
Zealand in Sydney underlined 
their progress, especially up 
front, where they are bigger and 
beefier with the presence of 
players such as Scott Sio and 
Sekope Kepu, while Tongan- 
bom former rugby league player 
Israel Folau provides the 
back-line stardust. 

All of which is not good news 
for Wales. The Welsh are not 
easy to evaluate. They will 
certainly not lack fitness after 
heat training in Doha and 
copious jogs up the inclines of 
the Swiss Alps, but will sorely 
miss the devastating kicking of 
Leigh Halfpenny and silky skills 
of scrum-half Rhys Webb, who 
pulled out through injury. 

Fly-half Dan Biggar will have 
to control the ebb and flow of a 
match better than he has done to 
date. And George North must 
produce the consistent brilliance 
he displayed as a British and 


Irish Lion in Australia in 2013. 
Too often for Wales, North has 
been on the periphery, rather 
than at the core of the action. 

But then World Cups have 
always demanded big players 
stand tall on the grandest stage. 

It is why Ireland will be 
looking to fly-half Jonathan 
Sexton, arguably the game’s 
most complete playmaker now 
that New Zealand No. 10 Dan 
Carter has shown signs of 
slipping ever so gradually over 
the hill. 

It is why France, with a pack 
more solid than at any time 
under Philippe Saint-Andre will 
hope veteran Frederic Michalak 
can display one more sustained 
cameo of brilliance to augment 
the finishing talents of Yoann 
Huget and the physical presence 
of Mathieu Bastareaud. 

Yet, following the completion 
of 48 matches in 13 venues 
across England and Wales, 
when it comes to who will lift 
the World Cup at Twickenham 
on October 31 it is difficult to 
see it in the hands of anyone 
other than New Zealand’s 
Richie McCaw, the most capped 
Test rugby player of all-time. 

McCaw, the man who played 
the last World Cup final with a 
broken foot, is the epitome of 
the cerebral rugby player. It is 
the marrying of the mental and 
the physical which makes 
McCaw arguably the best of all 
time. 

Few would argue that if New 
Zealand won a third World Cup 
it would be a fitting finale. 


Richie McCaw has 
been a colossus 
for New Zealand, 
but can he lead 
them to another 
World Cup 
triumph?

W Denton really Is related to

Denton: the man 
who would be king

DAVID DENTON is the sort of 
man who lives by the maxim 
that no rugby player should ever 
take a backward step. 

It is why he has no problem 
in declaring that Scotland can 
win the World Cup, despite 
having lost all five matches in 
this year’s Six Nations 
championship. 

Already the all-action 
Scotland No.8 has weighed up 
the possibilities of lining up in 
Pool B alongside South Africa, 
Samoa, Japan and the United 
States. He said: “Our first goal 
is to get out of the pool and then 
give ourselves every chance of 
winning the World Cup. We are 
in this sport to win. 

“We have tough games, 
particularly against South Africa 
and Samoa, that we need to 
make sure we perform well in. 
It’s a pool I think we can do 



well in and then, if we get a 
favourable quarter-final, we 
move on from there.” 

Where does the optimism, 
some might say romanticism, 
come from? A clue is in the 
name. David Kipling Denton. 

Denton really is related to 
Rudyard Kipling, the short-story 
writer, poet and novelist chiefly 
renowned for his tales and 
poems of British soldiers in 
India and his imaginative stories 
for children. It is not exactly the 


closest of relationships, but it is 
on his father’s side and Denton 
has described it as “his 
grandfather’s great uncle once 
removed”. 

No matter, the famous genes 
are in there somewhere and 
Denton, who was bom in 
Marondera, Zimbabwe, and 
educated in South Africa, was 
brought up on a diet of The 
Jungle Book, If and The Man 
Who Would Be King. 

Stirring tales are in his DNA 
and with Scotland - who lost 
narrowly to Ireland in their 
warm-up match in August - 
showing signs of significant 
improvement, there is hope that 
the saltires might be fluttering 
jauntily when the team start 
their campaign against Japan at 
Gloucester on September 23. 
There is much to suggest this is 
Denton’s time. 

In 2011 he was disappointed, 
missing out on the World Cup 


squad after coming off the 
bench and impressing in a 10-6 
win over Ireland in a warm-up 
match. In retrospect, at 22, he 
was too green, although his 6ft 
5ins 17st 71b frame marked him 
out as one for the future. 

As Scotland failed to reach 
the knockout stage for the first 
time in their history in that 
World Cup, perhaps fate was 
looking after the man whose 
rampaging mnning in the loose, 
have been one of the bright 
lights in what has been a dark 
period in Scotland rugby. 

Denton’s flaxen locks make 
him unmistakeable when he is 
first to the breakdown point, 
first with the tackle, first with an 
inspired counter. 

They are admirable qualities. 
However, whatever Denton 
says, they will not be enough 
for Scotland to win this World 
Cup. But don’t mle out the odd 
shock.

lain Henderson, tipped to succeed Paul O’Connell as Ireland’s next captain, goes over

IAIN HENDERSON has 
challenged Ireland to give “the 
ultimate athlete” Paul O’Connell 
a fitting Test finale by producing 
their best-ever run. 

Tight-five talisman O’Connell 
will retire from the Test arena 
after this year’s tournament, and 
he will then be swapping his 
home province of Munster for 
the enticing Cote d’Azur 
shores at Toulon. 

The 3 5-year-old lock enters 
the global gathering as Ireland’s 
oldest captain of all time, but in 
scintillating and gritty form, 
with Joe Schmidt’s men sitting 
second in the world rankings. 

Ulster lock Henderson 
admitted Ireland are targeting 
a first-ever semi-final as much 
for national treasure O’Connell 
as anything else. 

“He’s been a real talisman 
for Munster as well as Ireland 
for years and years, and of 
course no one is going to 
begrudge him that move to 
France,” said Henderson. 

“The main challenge now is 
for us to hopefully go further in 
the tournament than Ireland ever 
have - that would be the ideal 
send-off for him, if we could. 

“He’s obviously a fantastic 
leader and captain on the pitch, 
but what people don’t really 
see is how professional he is 
off the pitch. 

“He has an impeccable diet 
and approach, and the way he 



trains is phenomenal. He is the 
ultimate athlete.” 

Imposing Ulster lock 
Henderson has long since been 
earmarked as O’Connell’s 
natural successor, but the 
23-year-old is understandably 
refusing to look to the future. 

The powerful second row 
insists O’Connell can continue 
to set the standard at the 
tournament, when Ireland take 
on France, Italy, Canada and 
Romania in Pool D. 

Head coach Schmidt’s men 
will open their campaign by 
facing Canada at the 
Millennium Stadium on 
September 19, with Henderson 
adamant O’Connell will lead 
from the front with the exacting 
lineout coordination and bullish 
grunt work that has underpinned 
Ireland’s two consecutive

The Ulster man might be 
favourite, but will not allow 
thoughts to stray from the 
challenge, or the captain’s 
example he must still follow. 

“I learned so much from 
just watching him in my early 
days, and of course then from 
playing against him,” said 
Henderson. 

“Those inter-provincial 
matches are seriously tough 
battles, and going up against 
guys like that really helps you 
learn quickly.” 

Kiwi boss Schmidt has kept 
his Irish charges guessing all 
summer as to his preferred 
selection plans. 

True to form, the demanding 
boss has shrouded his thoughts 
in mystery in a bid to keep his 
players on edge - and therefore 
in focus. 

Henderson believes Schmidt 
has more than enough credit in 
the bank for the Ireland squad to 
commit wholeheartedly to his 
relentless regime. 

“Joe wouldn’t be doing 
anything if he didn’t have a 
logical explanation for it,” 
said Henderson. 

“If you were to take the time 
and ask him why we were doing 
specific things then he would 
always have an answer for that. 

“He’s meticulous in his 
planning - everything we do is 
for a reason. 

“Again, that’s just another 
way of everyone staying sharp 
and on their toes.”

An astonishing number of Honda Jazz 
owners buy another and the third generation 
version we're looking at here aims to keep 
them loyal. But the Japanese brand also 
needs to attract new converts to its clever 
little supermini, something that will be 
easier to do with this MK3 model thanks to 
its smarter looks, better driving experience 
and optional hybrid power. For very good 
reasons, this is the supermini that industry 
insiders most commonly recommend. 

The Jazz rides on Honda's new global 
B-segment chassis and as such is both 
lighter and more structurally rigid than its 
predecessor. The suspension is also lighter, 

With struts up front and a torsion beam rear end combining with a longer wheelbase to better isolate 
road noise and surface imperfections. The revised dampers also assist in improving ride quality and a 
redesigned electric power-assisted steering system claims to deliver better feedback for the driver. Yes, 
you heard that right: feedback. In a Honda Jazz. Things have certainly changed. 

Comprehensive soundproofing brings further improvements, and Honda has worked at reducing engine, 
road and wind noise. The volume Jazz engine choice is a 1.3 litre i-VTEC petrol unit with 102PS of 
power. It's mated to a six-speed manual transmission which replaces the old five-speed 'box, and there's 
also the option of a semi-automatic CVT transmission. There's no diesel engine planned, but as before, 
there's a petrol/electric hybrid option. 

As for the style, well Honda has changed just about everything possible on the outside but it's a Jazz 
and you know what? It still looks like a Jazz. Slightly bulbous and unthreatening it remains but some of 
the detailing is now a bit sassier.

Northampton Town’s fans are on 
the brink of revolt over a pro¬ 
posed takeover stalling and a 
new stand not being finished and 
manager Chris Wilder believes 
they have a right to ask ques¬ 
tions. 

The Cobblers’ Supporters Trust 
are planning to protest before 
Saturday’s game against Oxford 
United at Sixfields as part of their 
#WeWantAnswers campaign over 
the perceived lack of progress. 

Talk of Northampton being 
taken over by an Indian consorti¬ 
um began way back in June but 
the process has been a painful 
one even though chairman David 
Cardoza insists it will soon be 
resolved. 

In the meantime, the new East 
Stand at Sixfields remains just a 
shell after construction halted for 
a second time during the summer 
as a result of the saga. 

Wilder said: “I thought the 
atmosphere was pretty flat on 
Saturday (against Dagenham & 
Redbridge) and I think that’s off 
the back of fans seeing the stand 
not being built. 

“They’re asking questions and 
that’s their prerogative - they’re 
supporters that have been here 
since before me, since before the 
chairman and before a lot of other 
people. 

“They’re the ones that will be 
here when I’m gone and the chair¬ 
man’s gone and they were great 
against Colchester, fantastic at 
Newcastle and they’ve been great 


with me since I’ve walked through 
the door. 

“It is heightened because they 
are frustrated and they’re in a sit¬ 
uation where they’re in limbo. 

“Of course, we all want the stand 
finished, we all want clarity on 
everything - I want answers to 
where things are going - but it’s 
the chairman’s club and he 
decides what direction it goes in.” 

Wilder insists that the unrest 


among the fan base will not affect 
matters on the field, where the 
Cobblers are without a win in four 
games in League Two. 

He also has no doubt that the 
fans will continue to get behind 
his players and is expecting a 
good atmosphere when his old 
club Oxford come to visit. 

“I 100 per cent believe the sup¬ 
porters will be on our side,” he 
said. “They’re showing their frus¬ 
tration and that’s their decision as 
supporters of their football club. 

“We’ve got to make sure we give 
them something to shout about, 
but there’s absolutely no doubt in 
my mind that the supporters that 
walk through the door on Saturday 
will divide the protest, if there is 
one, and shield that from the play¬ 
ers. 

“They want to win just as much 
as us and I think it’s come to a sit¬ 
uation where maybe they’re frus¬ 
trated at things not moving on as 
quickly as they would like.” 

The Cobblers’ poor performance 
against Dagenham last Saturday, 
which saw them booed at the final 
whistle, may also be a reason for 
the situation with the trust com¬ 


ing to a head according to Wilder. 

“Sometimes the only way to 
show that frustration is when they 
pay their money, walk through the 
door and have a moan and groan 
at the team,” he said. 

“We have to make sure we do 
better and hopefully things can be 
resolved and they get the answers 
that they’re after very soon.” 

The crowd certainly won’t be flat 
on Saturday as Oxford have sold 
out their allocation - in contrast 
to the Daggers only bringing 121 
fans with them last week. 

“It’s a dual thing from support¬ 
ers and players,” Wilder said. 
“Sometimes the players have to 
get the supporters off their seat 
and sometimes the supporters 
have to help the players to raise 
their game. 

“I imagine there won’t be any 
need for motivation for my players 
on Saturday because they know 
the importance of the game in 
terms of getting ourselves back on 
track. 

“They also know they’re going to 
have to play well against a very 
good Oxford United team that’s 
full of quality players.” 



Buchanan: Fans’ protest will not affect the focus of the players

“The fans have been a different 
class for us this year - they’ve 
come in their numbers to Barnet, 
to Newcastle and all-round 
they’ve supported us.

“What I will say to the fans is we 
haven’t been doing it and we’ve 
lost two games at home in the 
league already, but get behind us 
because every one of us is trying 
to turn it around.”

Furious Northampton Town fans 
are demanding clarity on the club’s 
stalled redevelopment and pro¬ 
tracted takeover with supporters 
mounting a #WeWantAnswers 
campaign ahead of a protest this 
Saturday at Sixfields. 

The land around the stadium 
undulates due to the breakdown of 
buried rubbish on the former land¬ 
fill tip and it seems Chairman David 
Cardoza is in for a bumpy ride like 
those that pull into the club’s West 
Stand car park. 

On the surface, it appears that the 
fans’ hackles were raised after the 
recent lacklustre defeat to 
Dagenham and Redbridge, but that 
is to miss the point. 

Town fans have been noting their 
concerns over the stadium redevel¬ 
opment for quite some time with a 
622 page thread on internet forum 
the Hotel End dedicated to dissect¬ 


ing what information has come 
from the club. 

The supporters then rooted out 
the accounts of 1st Land Limited (in 
administration), the company 
appointed as contractors to handle 
the redevelopment. 

Moreover, with a rusting half-built 
East Stand, Cobblers’ fans have 
been asking questions about the as 
yet unnamed Indian consortium 
since the takeover was announced 
some ten weeks ago. 

On Tuesday, Chairman David 
Cardoza and Northampton Town 
Supporters’ Trust elected board rep 
Andy Clarke took part in BBC Radio 
Northampton interviews on the 
ongoing saga at Sixfields. 

In his interview, David Cardoza 
said that “the Supporters’ Trust 
have never put any questions to me, 
the Supporters Trust have never 
asked me for a meeting” while some 
fans were dissatisfied with the 
responses of the, admittedly non¬ 
media trained, club Director Clarke. 

It might be a case of Cardoza split¬ 
ting hairs when it comes to suggest¬ 
ing that the Trust haven’t requested 


a meeting. On Monday, the Trust 
released a statement that claimed 
Andy Clarke had called for a board 
meeting of the club the previous 
weekend, a request which does not 
appear to have been taken up: 
hence the Trust’s support for direct 
action at the match versus Oxford 
United this weekend.

All the while, comparisons to 
Northampton Saints’ new Barwell 
Stand, built likewise by Buckingham 
Construction, continue. 

Lunded by a similar, low interest 


council loan, Saints’ new stand is 
being assembled at a rate of knots. 
Contrast too, Peter Haddon 
Partners’ design for the Barwell 
Stand (who also designed the Saints 
existing stands) with the various 
abandoned plans for the Cobblers’ 
redevelopment. 

Quite why Ballast Nedam, 
Sixfields’ original constructors, 
were not brought in or at least their 
plans for simple stadium expansion 
utilised is a matter of conjecture. 

Scunthorpe United’s £18 million 
new build stadium is a good exam¬ 
ple of the thorough supporter com¬ 
munication that the Sixfields land 
deal appears to lack with the Iron 
going through two rounds of public 
consultation on the design and 
financing of their 12,000 seater. 

It s eems that the #WeWantAnswers 
campaign is no longer prepared to 
accept what it is perceived as the 
vague response from the club’s 
owners.

Legend Matfield 
signs for Saints

Northampton Saints have 
announced the signing of vet¬ 
eran South Africa international 
Victor Matfield, who will join 
them at the conclusion of the 
upcoming Rugby World Cup. 

The 38-year-old lock is a leg¬ 
endary line-out operator, 
whether that’s taking his own 
team’s t hrows or his opponents’, 
and is the Springboks’ record 
cap-holder, having worn the 
famous green jersey on 123 
occasions. 

He was part of South Africa’s 
World Cup-winning side in 2007 
and won the man of the match 
award as they defeated England 
15-6 in the final at the Stade de 
France. 

Matfield actually retired after 
South Africa were knocked out 
of the 2011 World Cup by 
Australia in the quarter finals. 

He reversed this decision two 
years later, went on to success¬ 
fully regain his place in the for¬ 
midable Springboks’ line-up 
and will now be taking part in 
his fourth World Cup for them. 

Matfield, who has most recent¬ 
ly played provincial rugby for 
the Blue Bulls in Pretoria said: 
“It is an honour for me to join the 
Northampton Saints. 

“Seven years ago Saints very 
nearly became my rugby home 
and I feel privileged to be given

another opportunity to join the 
club. 

“I join Saints to make the best 
contribution I possibly can and I 
have a genuine desire to hope¬ 
fully play an instrumental role 
in a team effort, with the aim of 
lifting silverware in both the 
Aviva Premiership and the 
European Rugby Champions 
Cup. 

“For now I will focus only on 
the Springboks’ campaign to 
win the Rugby World Cup, but I 
am very excited about the jour¬ 
ney with Saints from November 
onwards.” 

The signing of Matfield adds 
ballast to the Saints’ forward 
pack after USA international 
Samu Manoa joined European 
champions Toulon during the 
summer. 


He also brings a wealth of 
experience after a glittering 
career that includes winning 
two Rugby Championships and 
three Super Rugby titles. 

He was also one half of a fabled 
second-row partnership along¬ 
side the recently-retired Bakkies 
Botha, who he lined up with 63 
times for South Africa - a record 
in Test match rugby. 

Northampton director of rugby 
Jim Mallender said: “Victor is 
one of the outstanding forwards 
in world rugby.” 

“He has been at the top of the 
game for well over a decade now 
and his selection by South Africa 
for a fourth consecutive World 
Cup shows that he remains a 
force to be reckoned with. 

“We’re very much looking for¬ 
ward to Victor joining up with 
the squad and believe he has a 
lot to offer the club, not only on 
the field, but also off it in terms 
of his leadership qualities and 
experience.” 

Matfield’s signing means there 
will now be eight Northampton 
players representing the club in 
the World Cup. 

Courtney Lawes, Tom Wood 
and Kieran Brookes are all 
involved with England and will 
come up against Wales’ George 
North in the pool stage. 

Brothers George and Ken Pisi 
and Kahn Fotuali’i will all be 
looking to make a big impact 
with Samoa.
